Pay Hikes, Budget 
Without Signature

A new 1971-72 appropriation 
ordinance showing but little 
change from that vetoed earlier 
by Mayor Donald Partney was 
approved by the Granite City 
Council Friday night in a 
special meeting called to meet 
the statutory deadline for budg- 
et adoption. 

A budget projecting total ex- 
penditures of $3,675,981 for the 
current fiscal year that began 
May 1 finally was accepted by 
the aldermen, although this 
figure was a change from that 
recommended by Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Thomas Boker 
at the beginning of the meeting. 

Mayor Partney ‘said he would 
permit the budget to stand be 
cause an appropriation had to 
be approved before July 31, but 
that he would not sign it. The 
bill will become law without his 
signature. 

Changes in the new budget 
total followed nearly two hours 
of debate over acceptance of a 
new series of working agree- 
ments for city employes, sev- 
eral of which were changed 
from recommendations of Bok- 
er and the finance committee. 

The budget total finally 
agreed upon by the council is 


only $14 less than the budg- 
et of $3,819,803 first approved 
by the council! on July 19, -but 
vetoed by the mayor in the 
council's July 26 meeting as 
being in excess of anticipated 
income for the 1971-72 fiscal. 
Budget Items Added 

As Friday night’s budget dis- 
cussion opened, Boker present- 
ed a revised budget, worked out 
by the mayor and the finance 
committee last week, amount- 
ing to $3,657,875. On this basis, 
council members added another 
$18,906 in budget costs before 
the meeting adjourned to bring 
the new total to the $3,675,981 
figure. 

Approval of the appropriation 
brought a warning from the 
mayor that budgeted operating 
costs in the general fund are 
nearly $400,000 in excess of an- 
ticipated income and that ‘‘un- 
less the council can come up 
with additional revenue we can 
expect to run out of money for 
payrolls about mid-May 1972." 
Mayor Partney said the 
must operate from May 1, bi 
ginning of its fiscal year, to 
late July or early August before 
it receives’ tax monies from col- 
lections by the city treasurer.

The plan as outlined in a series 
of meetings between city and 
township officials during the 
past several months calls for 
use of Granite City treatment 
facilities for disposal of sewage 
from the township areas. A fee 
in addition to cost of the inter- 
ceptor lines also would be 
worked out for use of the city’s 
treatment facilities. 

To Build Plant 

Granite City now has in ad- 
vanced stage plans for construc- 
tion of a secondary sewage 
treatment plant and an inter- 
ceptor system that will cost an 
estimated $15.3 million. Mayor 
Donald Partney said 80% of the 
cost can be financed with a fed- 
eral grant for 50% of the cost

Washington—Illinois newspa- 
perss will break the law if they 
run bingo ads despite the fact 
Gov. Richard Oglivie has signed 
a bill legalizing bingo. 

This was the response of le- 
gal counsel for the U.S. Postal 
Service when. queried. 

Officials in the Office of the 
Constmer Protective Division 
pointed out that several other 
states, New York and New Jer: 
sey, for example have legalized 
lotteries. 

But such state laws do not af- 
fect. federal laws prohibiting 
the mailing of advertising. for 
lotteries, they said. 

There is also an express fed: 
eral prohibition against news- 
papers printing lists of lottery. 
winners. 

By definition, a lottery is es- 
sentially a plan containing the 
elemenis of prizes, chance and 
consideration. Bingo generally 
falls within this definition; 
postal legal officials said.

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A nationwide steel strike has 
been averted by a new three- 
year contract signed by the 
Steelworkers union and the 
basic industry Sunday night, 
three hours before the strike 
deadline.

The in- 
crease includes a minimum $1 
increase over the current aver- 
age pay of $3.45 per hour, 50- 
cents to be paid immediately 
and 12.5-cents per hour each of 
the next two years. The cost of 
living hike is guaranteed at a 
minimum of 12.5-cents per hour 
in the second and third year. 

The nationwide strike was 
scheduled at midnight Saturday 
but union officials agreed to a 
24-hour extension so that an 
agreement could be reached 
without a strike. 

The agreement opens the door 
for officials and union leaders 
at Quad-City industries to begin 
final rounds of bargaining on 
local issues. Contracts for the 
Steelworkers at the local plant 
provide a 60-day contract ex- 
tension after the basic industry 
and labor have reached agree- 
ment. 


Alton & Southern Hit 
By Railroad Strike 


The Alton & Southern Rail- 
road joined railroads shut down 
by striking United Transporta- 
tion Union workers Friday as 
the walkout continued to spread 
A total of ten rail lines. were 
affected by the strike today. 

The walkout of Alton & South- 
ern workers affected about 650 
employes at the East St. Louis 
and Mitchell yards. The Union 
and Pacific and Southern Rail- 
ways have been idled two 
weeks. The Norflok & Western 
and the Southern Pacific shut 
down a week ago. 

The Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation remained the only major 
switching system in. operation 
today and a spokesman said the 
strike thus far “has been like an 
increase in business for us.”"

Coke Oven Pollution Worse in U. S. 
Than in Germany, Witness Says 


By GARY SCHNEIDER 

Press-Record Staff Writer 

Pollution from American coke 
ovens is worse than that from 
German coke ovens, Dr. Wer- 
ner Eisenhut, coke operation 
specialist, said Friday during 
his closing testimony for Gran- 
ite City Steel Co. in the En- 
vironmental Protection Agency 
hearings of charges of air pol- 
lution against the steel firm. 

Dr. Eisenhut, a representa- 
tive of the Steinkohlenbergbou- 
verein consulting firm in Essen, 
West Germany, said Germany 
leads the world in gontrolling 
pollution from coke producing 
operations, and that America 
trails because of a lack: of con- 
trol equipment and the highly 
volatile coal used here. 

When asked to describe the 
basic difference between the 
two governments’ handling of 
pollution from coke operations, 
the witness commented he had 
not come here “to insult the 
United States government” and 
would prefer not to detail dif- 
ferences. 

Dr. Eisenhut does not speak 
English and an_ interpreter, 
Mrs. Hanna Kinsky of Chicago, 
translated his testimony during 
the three days of hearings last 
week. 

He first was called to the 
witness stand Wednesday morn- 
ing by Thomas Sullivan of Chi- 
cago, and Randall E. Robert- 
son of Granite City, steel com- 
pany attorneys, _ interrupting

He said the quenching tower 
remains one of the worst pol- 
lution problems in German 
coking operations, but is a 
small problem in the United 
States, compared to the quant- 
ity of pollution produced by 
coke ovens. 

The witness concluded his 
testimony Friday afternoon to 
return to West Germany. Ano- 
ther session of the hearings is 
to be held tomorrow in Chica- 
go, but no witnesses are ex- 
pected to be called as attorneys 
will use that time to settle 
legal arguments. After to- 
morrow’s session, Hearing Ex- 
aminer Samuel Lawton is ex- 
pected to adjourn the hearings 
for vacations until after Aug. 
30. 

Thursday, Dr. Eisenhut testi- 
fied to the amount of pollution 
from German steel factories 
and converted the amounts into 
U.S. measurements. He dis- 
cussed the “pushing” operation, 
pushing coke from the oven: 


into railroad cars. He described 
attempts made to control pollu- 
tion during this operation in 
German factories. 

One method, he said, is 
spraying the cars) with water 
during the push, a system that 
takes 50% of the dust particles 
from the air. He said the spray- 
ing system now is required and 
all German plants have until 
1974 to install sprayers. About 
85%, of German coke operations 
presently utilize the system, he 
commented. 


“I would urgently recom- 
mend this system first (at 
Granite City Steel Co.) and 
then wait until the develop- 
ments in this field have been 
carried out so that the inhabit- 
ants of Granite City may actu- 
ally get the largest degree of 
effectiveness,” Dr. Eisenhut 
commented. = 

Another system utilized “in 
Germany is use of a movable 
hood covering the coke oven 
during pushing, but he describ- 
ed the system as less effective 
than the spraying operation. 
The hood contained “scrub- 
bers” to clean particles from 
the smoke, but in the pushing 
operation, the hood can not 
contain al] of the smoke and 
thé majority is pushed out of 
the bottom of the hood rather 
than through the scrubbers, the 
witness said. He showed a short 
film of a German coke plant 
using the hood.

The process by |which coal is 
converted into coke is the prin- 
cipal remaining source of air 
pollution at steel! mills, it was 
asserted. 

Dr. Werner Eisenhut of Es- 
sen, West Germany, appeared 
as a witness through Friday at 
Pollution Control; Board hear- 
ings in the Granite City City 
Hall. The hearings, which be- 
gan in April, result from a com- 
plaint against the steel com- 
pany by the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. 

Dr. Eisenhut, an advisor on 
environmental matters to the 
U. N. and a member of the En- 
vironmental Protection Cabinet 
of the Federal West German 
Republic, reviewed various 
parts of a program developed 
by Granite City Steel to sub- 
stantially reduce emissions 
from its coke oven batteries. 


Seek Approval of Program 

The company expects to in- 
vest several million dollars in 
additional pollution control fa- 
cilities in the next two years if 
the program is approved by the 
Illinois Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency. 

The West German scientist 
came to the Control Board 
hearing as a result of having 
met several times in recent 
years, the first in 1968, with 
Donald F. Cairns, a Granite 
City Steel vice-president, when 
Cairns was in Essen to study 
the pollution controls used by 
steel mills in the Ruhr Valley. 

After examining the coke 
plant at Granite City Steel and 
engineering plans and specifi- 
cations for new control facili- 
ties, Dr. Eisenhut made the 
following points in testimony 
at the local hearings: 

1. Pollution control equipment 
on the new coal-charging or 
“larry” car which Granite City 
Steel has on order is designed 
to remove an estimated 96%, to 
98% of the emissions which now 


escape into the air when fresh 
loads of coal are charged into 
the coke ovens. 

2, The operator of the new 
“larry” car will be enclosed in 
a controlled-atmosphere cabin. 

Baffles to Control Mist 

3. A system of baffles Granite 
City Steel proposes installing at 
its coke quenching station rep- 
resents the best method for con- 
trolling mist and steam which 
billow into the air when 
quenching water is poured on 
a carload of burning coke. 

4, Until a more reliable tech- 
nology can be developed, water 
sprays or a water fogging sys- 
tem should be installed on the 
coke quench cars as an interim 
means for reducing dust and 
smoke which escapes when 
coke is pushed from an oven 
into the air and bursts. into 
flames. 

Dr. Eisenhut said about 80%, 
of West Germany's coke ovens 
have been equipped with this 
interim device since December 
1970 while other means of solv- 
ing the problem are being 
studied. 

On cross-examination by the 
state, Dr. Eisenhut said he 
would have given the same tes- 
timony had he been invited to 
testify by the state.

June Canal Freight 4.7 Million Tons 


Freight shipped through the 
Chain of Rocks locks and canal 
during June increased slightly 
over the May tonnage with 
shipments totaling 4,716,356 tons.

“Somewhere near the end of 
1970, the subject of merger 
came up. As I have said, it was 
already obvious that there was 
a good “fit” between -Granite 
City Steel and \National Steel. 
While it is hard to say who ini- 
tiated the idea of merger origi- 
nally, we at Granite City Steel 
initiated the talks. 

“We said we thought it might 
be a logical step for both com- 
panies and suggested that both 
companies look into it to see if 
it was feasible.

modern hot strip mill with Na- 
tional’s new finishing facilities 
will have long range benefits for 
stockholders of both compa- 
nies.” 

“Some of the advantages of 
merger to Granite City Steel 
can be illustrated by what hap- 
pened last week. Our steelmak- 
ing capabilities have been tem- 
porarily curtailed for repairs to 
the brick lining of one of our 
blast furnaces. Meanwhile, our 
steelmaking BOF plant will be 
‘on reduced operation. However, 
we have been able to purchase 
semifinished steel to supple- 
ment our own production, 

“While Granite City Steel has 
been able to maintain a good, 
modern plant over the years, 
our size has forced us to be a 
one-of-everything company. Our 
operations can be thrown into a 
cocked hat if something goes 
wrong with any one of a num- 
ber of key productions facilities. 
The blast furnace situation is 
a pointed example of why we 
can benefit from the merger. 
As a part of National Steel, we 
will be part of a company with 
10 blast furnaces instead of only 
two and be able to call when 
need arises on the production 
resources of a much larger steel 
company. 

“The merger should ultimate- 
ly enable Granite City Steel to 
realize significant operating 
economies by moving a higher 
volume of material through our 
new hot strip mill. There are 
only ten of these tremendous hot 
mill production systems in the 
United States and they are all 
about the same size and horse- 
power. We know that other 
mills of this type are rolling be- 
tween 3,000,000 and 4,000,000 
tons a year where last year we 
rolled only about 1,200,000 tons. 
We can.put much of our pres- 
ently unused hot strip mill ca- 
pacity to work in the-merged 
company and, as you know, the 
way to achieve operating econ- 
omies in the steel industry is 
with volume. 

“I have been asked about our 
plans for Granite City Steel's 
cold strip mill in view of the 
fact that National's Midwest 
Steel Division has two of the 
industry's most modern cold 
mills. Although our cold strip 
mill is about 25 years old, we 
expect it to continue to operate 
and, probably, to eventually be 
able to modernize it. 

“The combination of “fit” be- 
tween the two companies offers 
long-range benefits to both, In 
my opinion, the merger will in 
time result in more jobs at our 
plant here in Granite City. It 
will provide new financial 
strength and facilitate the mod- 
ernization and addition of plant 
and facilities. And it will have 
long-range benefits for the 
stockholders. 

“We have received questions 
as to how the ratio of the pro- 
posed exchange of stock was 
determined and why we didn’t 
obtain a better ratio for Granite 
City Steel’s stockholders in view 
of the related book values. Re- 
gardless of how anyone looks 
at it, this company is not being 
sold to National Steel for cash. 
We are proposing an exchange 
of stock; and, in view of the 
constructive fit of the two com- 
panies, 1 believe the National 
stock in our stockholders hands. 
will be a fine security and I 
also believe the exchange ratio 
is fair and reasonable for our 
stockholders. 

“The premium we obtained 
for our stockholders amounted 
to 18% in relation to the price 
of the two stocks at the time 
the proposed merger was an- 
nounced last April. Both of 
these stocks have. been publicly 
traded for years; and market 
price is a great deal more sig- 
nificant than book value in this 
sort of transaction. 

“However, at the time the 
exchange ratio was established, 
National Steel’s capital stock 
was selling at 44% per share, 
or 84% of book value, and Gran- 
ite City Steel’s common stock 
was selling at 165, per share, 
or 63% of book value. The ex- 
change price brings our stock 
up to 74% of book value. Inci- 
dentally, at the close of the 
market yesterday, the premium 
for Granite City Steel stockhold- 
ers amounted to 27%. 

“When the merger. agreement 
is approved by our stockhold- 
ers, one step remains. As pre- 
viously announced, we have 
postponed the date for the mer- 
ger to become effective for ap- 
proximately two weeks past 
July 31 to allow the Department 
of Justice additional time for its 
review of the proposal. 

“We have also responded to 
a request for information from 
the Federal Trade Commission 
although, .as we understand it, 
it is the Department of Justice 
which has jurisdiction in this 
case.” 


Applications 
Being Mailed 


Mailing has started on 4,300,- 
000 pre-printed applications for 
1972 automobile license plates, 
Secretary of State John W. 
Lewis reports, 

Lewis said, ‘‘The pre-printed 
application affords the vehicle 
owner a convenient way to ap- 
ply for new license plates. 
More than 800,000 reassign- 
ments or special requests were 
handled in this fashion last year 
and it is anticipated that this 
number will increase for 1972. 

“Plans have been made to 
have all reassignment requests, 
which reach this office by the 
Sept. 30 deadline, delivered by 
Dec, 1, the first day the 1972 
plates can be legally dis- 
played.”’ 

The pre-printed applications 
contain the motorist’s name, 
address, driver's license num- 
ber and social security number 
along with the proper descrip- 
tion of the vehicle. In addition, 
the application also denotes the 
1971 vehicle license plate num- 
ber. 

Procedure Outlined 

Secretary Lewis said, “‘Any- 
one wanting to receive the 
same license number as last 
year, must write in the re- 
marks area of the application 
‘Reassignment requested,’ sign 
the application, have it notar- 
ized and mail it with the proper 
fee.” 

By Illinois statute, any. mo- 
torist who requests reassign- 
ment of the license number 
held the previous year must be 
issued that number, providing 
that the application is received 
in the Office of the Secretary of 
State by the legal deadline of 
Sept. 30. Reassignment requests 
received after Sept. 30 will not 
be honored, Lewis added. 

The secretary pointed out that 
instructions on the pre-printed 
application state that the motor- 
ist must fill out any information 
not contained thereon or: to 
make changes in the applica- 
tion, where applicable. 

Lewis urged all motorists to 
use the pre=printed application, 
regardless of whether they de- 
sire reassignment of their 1971 
license number. 

“The pre-printed applications 
are designed for use with our 
data processing equipment,’' he 
explained. ‘And they permit 
faster handling of plate re- 
quests and, in the long run, 
faster delivery to the motorist.’’

for general operating items. 
The mayor said the best avail- 
able estimates indicate a total 
revenue of $2,581,306, or $358,- 
348 less than the amount budg- 
eted. 

Proposed new: working agree- 
ments between the city and 
unions representing city em- 
ployes were discussed and ap- 
proved separately in lengthy 
discussions that frequently re- 
solved into heated arguments 
over such items as overtime 
pay, vacation pay and holidays. 

Deny Additional Holiay 

The council approved a mo- 
tion that a plea made by each 
of five employes’ union groups 
for an additional holiday be 
denied. City employes in the 
past have been allowed nine 
holidays each year. 

Major arguments over work- 
ing agreements involved cloth- 
ing allowances in the street and 
police departments. On a mo- 
tion by Alderman Sam Whitmer 
that individual clothing allow- 
ances of $75 per year for em- 
ployes of the street department 
be reduced to $50 was carried 
by an 8 to 4 vote, with 12 coun- 
cil members present. Alderman 
R. E, Robertson attended the 
earlier part of the meeting, but 
left shortly after 8 p.m. Alder- 
man Walter Nonn was absent, 
reporting to the city clerk that 
he had to work. 

The aldremen rejected, how- 
ever, an effort to cut the police 
department clothing allowance 
of $150 per year to $125 which 
was the amount of last year’s 
allowance. A motion by Alder- 
man Roy Poulos to leave the 
figure at $125 was defeated by 
a vote of 8 to 4. 


Also turned down by the coun- 
cil was a motion by Boker to 
withhold $50 monthly pay raises, 
granted all city employes, for 
the custodian and matron of 
the city hall. Both Boker and 
Partney maintained the custodi- 
an and matron already have 
higher salaries than some of 
the principal office workers and 
that the raise was not justified. 

Several aldermen argued that 

s “nit picking” and that 
if raises were determined on an 
individual basis then all of the 
raises should be reconsidered. 

No Package Deals 

Boker, as chairman of the Ne- 
gotiating Committee, announced 
that negotiation of work- 
ing agreements next year will 
be conducted on each individual 
issue and that “there will be no 
more package deals.” The. first 
series of working agreements 
approved by the council along 
with the budget on July 19 also 
was vetoed by the mayor on 
grounds that many of the ex- 
panded fringe benefits were not 
provided in the budget. 

The city effects agreements 
with unions representing five of 
its major operating departments 
—the Street Department, Police 
Department, Fire Department, 
Sew atment Plant and 
the City Hall Employes 

Principal changes in the 
budget presented at the special 
meeting Friday included a re- 
duction of $102,905 in the ap- 
propriation for sewer mainten- 
ance. This item originally was 
set at $268,905 but after revis- 
tions last week was reduced to 
$166,000, which included a cut 
of $100,000 for sewer repairs. 

The new budget also reduced 
to $50,000 an appropriation for 
acquiring a new street depart- 
ment garage. This figure origin- 
ally was set at $100,000, was re- 
Guced by one budget change to 
$25,000 and then restored to 
$100,000 by council action on 
July 19. 


New Budget Figures 
New appropriation figures 
adopted Friday night in the 
city's major operating depart- 
ments, compared with amounts 
set in the budget that was ve- 
toed, are 
Fire Department, total budget 
of $566,504, a reduction of $21,- 
700 below the $588,204 contained 
in the budget of July 19. 


Street Department, total 
budget of $446,085, a cut of $65,- 
725 from the original $511,810. 

Police Department, total 
budget of $516,296, an increase 
of $10,050 over the original 
$506,246. 

Sewage Treatment Plant, total 
budget of $372,601, up from the 
original figure of $275,045. This 
increase results from a new ap- 
propriation of $102,000 for con- 
sulting engineering services for 
the city’s secondary sewage 
treatment project

cause we have no choice but 
to fulfill our obligation of: ser- 
vice. We simply cannot cut 
back on the quality of water 
service to our customers. 

“The Company has done 
everything possible to hold the 
line in the face of inflationary 
pressures which have forced 
increases in the costs of all 
goods and services,’ he said, 
“but the steadily rising costs of 
labor, materials, services, and 
local taxes to support schools 
and other governmental func- 
tions, coupled with the high in- 
terest costs which we must pay 
to finance plant additions and 
improvements, have forced the 
company to seek this rate re- 
lief. 

“We are not quarreling with 
these increased costs as such,” 
said Mr. Greaves, “but are 
merely pointing out some of the 
facts of life in the belief that if 
our customers know the facts, 
they will better understand our 
urgent need to charge a higher 
price for our product and serv- 
ices. After all, the cost of gov- 
ernment is going up, the cost of 
money is going up, the cost of 
capable and efficient employes, 
is going up, and we must con- 
tinue ot expand our water fa- 
cilities and invest more .money 
to provide our customers with a 
safe and adequate supply of 
water. 

Cost Exceeds Income 

Mr. Greaves said that the net 
effect of the company’s experi- 
ence on a going level basis 
since its last rate adjustment, 
is that the very small increase 
in revenues has been more than 
offset by the large increase in 
operating expenses. Therefore, 
the company’s income today on 
a going level basis is substan- 
tially Jess than that to which 
they found it was entitled in 
its last rate order. 

Yet, by year end, the com- 
pany will have invested almost 
$6 million dollars) over and 
above that which the commis- 
sion considered in fixing our 
present rates. 

“Thus,” he explained, “for 
all practical purposes, we are 
earning no return at all on this 
additional, substantial invest- 
ment in plant and facilities to 
better serve the needs of our 
customers.” 

Mr. Greaves said that “we 
know our customers will want 
to be informed as to how the 
increase will affect their indi- 
vidual water bills,") and added 
that “small water users in the 
Low Service Area, that is, those 
customers consuming 1,200 cu- 
bic feet of water or less per 
month, will experience a rise 
of 73 cents per month or about 
214 cents a day. 

This will affect about 32% of 
the residential customers in the 
Low Service Area, he said. 

The residential customer 
whose. bill presently averages 
$5.32 per month, will pay $6.55 
under the proposed rates. On a 
daily basis, the rise’ will amount 
to about four cents, 

The small water user's bill in 
the High Sevice Area will be 
increased approxjmately 79 
cents a month, or just over 2! 
cents a’ day. These customers 
comprise about 36% of the resi- 
dential users in the High Serv- 
ice Area. The increase to the 
residential customer in the High 
Service Area whose bill pres- 
ently averages $5.58 per month, 
will pay $6.86 under th epro- 
posed rats. On a daily basis, 
this increase will amount to 
about 414 cents, Mr, Greaves 
explained. 

“The cost of water delivered 
to the faucet of the average 
residential customer will be 
only about one-seventh of a 
cent per gallon under the pro- 
posed rates,” Mr. Greaves 
said. “That's still a bargain 
for this most essential of all 
services, no matter hd wyou 
look at it or what service o r 
product you compare it with,” 
he commented. 

For the remaining customers, 
the increase received will vary 
with the quantity of water con- 
sumed, but the overall effect of 
the new schedule will be to in- 
crease the rates by an average 
of about 23%. These rates will 
not be effective, however, un- 
til the commission has held 
public hearings and made a 
thorough study of the evidence 
which the company will submit 
in support of them," he said.

Stevenson for ‘Veep’? A Few 'Ifs

Springfield—The mayor is 
signalling the senator. 

This is an interpretation 
placed on the suggestion by 
Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley that the Democrats next 
year nominate Milwaukee May- 
or Henry W. Maier for vice—- 
president. 

The interpretation comes from 
from one of the Statchouse’s 
most knowledgeable and re- 
spected political figures and is 
that Daley is warning: U. S. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson III of- 
Illinois to watch his political 
step or forget about any na- 
tional ticket ambitions in 1972. 

Among veteran Illinois poli- 
ticians, it is taken for granted 
that Daley never does or says 
anything without having a spe- 
cific purpose. 

Maier, mayor of Milwaukee 
since 1960 and apparently a 
good as well as popular one, 
appeared about as Surprised as 
anyone by the Daley suggestion 
made at a press conference’ dur- 
ing a mayoralty convention in 
Milwaukee. 

In the world of political 
realism there is about as 
much chance of the Demo- 
crats nominating a Milwau- 
kee mayor for vice-presi- 
dent next year as there is 
of them picking Spiro 
Agnew. 

Daley, who could well 
claim title to the No. 1 po- 
litician in the entire United 
States, knows this as well as 
anyone. But he also knows 
that there is a very good 
chance indeed that Steven- 
son could end up in that 
spot. | 
Stevenson knows it, too, and 

this is believed to be the main 
reason he is planning a major 
international trip next month

It 
might even add to the latter's 
publicity. 

Stevenson, because of the 
name he bears, is already at- 
tracting far more Washington 
and national attention than the 
ordinary freshman senator. 

In many respects, the situa- 
tion developing for 1972 is tai- 
lor-made for a Stevenson can- 
didacy for vice-president. 

With practical politicians 
—including those in Illinois 
more and more inclined to 
rule Sen, Edward “Ted” 
Kennedy out of the presiden- 
tial picture, Democrats ap- 
pear increasingly likely to 
go before voters with either 
Sen. Edmund Muskie of 
Maine or Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington. 

Not only would they need 
a Midwesterner to balance 
the ticket, they would also 
need one with a “name” to 
add some color. Stevenson 
could provide both. 

With Daley possessing the po- 
litical power and influence that 
he does even on the national 
scene, it is entirely possible 
that—should he desire—he could 
obtain the vice-presidential

nomination for Stevenson. 

Likewise, he could probably 
deny it with a phone call. 

Stevenson, of course, is 
aware of this, but may well 
have had a brief lapse of politi- 
cal memory in the glamorous 
world of Washington. 

Daley’s off-the cuff endorse- 
ment of Mayor Maier, which at- 
tracted national press attention, 
was undoubtedly a sharp re- 
minder. 

Stevenson in several recent 
Chicago appearances has been 
careless in stepping on the 
mayor's toes in regard to some 
sensitive issues, including that 
battle over the lakefront foot- 
ball stadium. 

Adlai will also have to be 
more careful about what he 
says on such loftier matters as 
the Vietnam war,” civil disor- 
ders and possible presidential 
nominees. 

Daley’s own political star may 
at last be fading. But the mayor 
still runs the Democratic party 
in Illinois and he is in no mood 
to let Adlai Stevenson forget it. 

Stevenson’s public reply to all 
this is that he wants to serve 
his entire six-year Senate term. 
Smiling, he adds that he might 
“second the mayor's nomination 
of Mayor Maier.”

But the 
Quad-City area took a giant step forward Fri- 
day night when the City Council of Granite City 
approved by a 13-0 vote an area-wide sewer 
system agreement. 


The agreement had been drawn up by the 
city attorney and an attorney representing Ven- 
itce, Nameoki and Chouteau Townships; spon- 
sor of the townships’ phase of the project is 
the Madison County Board of Supervisors. 


Granite City is to construct interceptor 
lines through which the townships will discharge 
sanitary sewage for treatment at the city’s 
treatment plant, where secondary treatment is 
to be provided by a state deadline of December 
1973. 


The townships will pay rent equivalent to 
20% of the cost of the interceptors; Granite 
City has been accorded high priority to receive 
50% of the cost from the U. S. and 309% from 


Illinois. 


The logical combining of mutual interests 
in 1971 contrasts sharply with the primary 
treatment phase of the 1960s, in which Granite 
City established its plant but Madison and Ven- 
ice rather than participating locally, ran lines 
to the Lansdowne plant at East St. Louis.

hat approximations rather than ¢xact 
figures are necessary even in August reflects the 
almost unmanageable volume.

Route 203 Widening, Nameoki to Mitchell, 
Is Vital; New bid Call Should Be Issued 


What with all the other highway construc- 
tion delays in this region in the last several 
years, it is a devastating development that ef- 
forts to obtain Route 203 widening bids are 
failing. 

No contractors have been found who are 
interested in paving 2.4 miles of the highway, 
an extension of Nameoki Road, from Pontoon 
Road to Interstate 270, plus a half-mile of 
Maryville Road adjacent to Route 203. 

A new highway intersection is planned 
at Maryville-Nameoki Roads, near where a new 
high school is to be built. And the construction 
of a divided four-lane highway between the 
Nameoki and Mitchell has long been 
needed; the present two-lane pavement is haz- 
ardously narrow and rough. 

The long-delayed highway improvement is 
so essential that it is a shame to see another 
construction season go by without it. We hope 
the Illinois Division of Highways immediately 
makes another attempt to obtain bids—and that 
construction firms respond.

Technicalities Cloud Idea of American-Soviet Linkup in Earth Orbit

A- row of technical roadblocks 
must be cleared away if U. S. 
and Soviet space officials de- 
cide to move toward an even- 
tual linkup of American and 
Russian spacecraft in earth 
orbit. 

The prospects of such an un- 
precedented space feat, dis- 
cussed by U. S. and Russian

officials during conferences at 
the Manned Spacecraft Center, 
Houston, were born first more 
than a year ago. 

Dr. Thomas O. Paine, the 
chief of the federal space agen- 
cy, proposed the international 
linkup at a New York meeting 
with Anatoly A. Blagonravov of 
the Soviet Academy of Sciences. 

Since then, the space pro- 
gram engineers at Houston 
have proposed an Apollo com- 
mand-service module hookup in 
earth orbit with a Soviet Soyuz 
spacecraft of the type which 
carried the three Russian cos- 
monauts to their record-break- 
ing Salyut ship, the world’s 
first manned space laboratory, 
perhaps as early as 1975. 

They pegged it as one of 
several possible manned 
missions to be flown dur- 
ing the anticipated U. S. 
space flight hiatus from 
1973 until 1978. 

The three scheduled Amer- 
ican Skylab missions, one of 
28 days and two of 56-day 
duration, are slated for 
1973. 

But it will be 1978 or later 
before the U. S. could loft its 
permanent-type, 12-man space 
station and supporting manned 
shuttle service, even if Con- 
gress is willing to meet space 
agency money demands for the 
multi-billion-dollar project. 

If the U. S. and Soviet space 
experts decide to push ahead 
with development of a common 
docking system and get a green 
light from their governments, 
these are some of the technical 
problems they must surmount 
if a wedding of American and 
Russian craft is to be achieved 
in space: 

1. A resolving of, differences 
in spacecraft atmospheres. 

Apollo in an earth-orbiting 
mode uses pure oxygen at 
a pressure of five pounds 
per square inch. Soyuz uses 
a mixture of nitrogen and 
oxygen at 14.7 pounds per 
square inch. 

Apollo’s atmosphere is simi- 
lar to the Russian environment 
at liftoff, but is shifted to pure 
oxygen after launch. 


2. Docking compatibility. Soy- 
uz employs a magnetic system 
for ‘‘soft’ docking, then a 
latching mechanism for “‘hard’’ 
or lock-on docking to hold the 
Salyut and Soyuz craft firmly 
together in flight. 

Soyuz also uses a bar or cone 
mechanism to align two space- 
ships for docking. 

Apollo, on the other hand, 
uses no magnetic equipment to 
dock. 

And its alignment mechanism 
to link up the Apollo command 
ship and the manned lunar 
lander, for example, is a probe 
and drogue arrangement in 
which a spear-like rod moves 
into a hole until it latches auto- 
matically. 

3. Extra-vehicular missions. 

In a typical Apollo lunar land- 
ing mission, astronauts move 
between the command-service 
ship and. the lunar lander 
through an air-lock tunnel 
whose hatch can be removed 
and stowed. 

Soyuz-type spacecraft have 
no such connecting tunnel. 
Thus, transfer from one ve- 
hicle to,another means a 
cosmonaut walk in space 
via handrails on the two 
linked spacecraft. 

4. Crew training. Some type 
of cross-training would be re- 
quired for both international 
crews, to familiarize each with 
the other’s rendezvous and 
docking procedures. 

Some training also would be 
necessary in the use of naviga- 
tional and other instruments 
and in the “reading” of instru- 
ment panels. 

5. Other problems would in- 
clude the: obvious language 
barrier, orbital-changing tech- 
niques and differences in optics 
(light propagation), radar ‘and 
radio communications. 

But all these and other prob- 
lems which might bob up later 
are surmountable, according to 
Leroy Roberts of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Admin- 
istration’s Advanced Manned 
Missions Office in Washington, 
D.C. 


“There already is a great 


deal of information availa- 

ble on both sides,” he points 

out. “It all boils down to 
how badly you want to do 
it.” 

“We would want to be very 
sure that such an operation 
could be carried out safely, of 
course. And that very likely 
would mean some extensive 
testing and crew training on the 
ground. For that we would need 
actual hardware to conduct the 
test and training.” 

At the Houston conference, 
U. S. and Russian experts also 
discussed the possibilities of 
linking up Apollo and Salyut or 
Soyuz and Skylab spacecraft. 

Skylab is to be the hollowed- 
out Saturn IV-B third stage 
rocket casing. 

Either of these) alternatives 
would create a new batch of 
technical problems, 

NASA officials say the 
chief goal of the linkup 
proposal is to develop a 
system making it possible 
for spacemen stranded in 
earth orbit to be rescued by 
craft of either nation. 

Presently, there is no orb- 
ital rescue or escape sys- 
tem in either the U. S. or 
Russian space prgorams. 

An added dividend would be 
visits by scientists, of either 
country to Soviet or American 
space stations in orbit. 

Or there could be joint space 
explorations, with scientists, 
engineers and medical special- 
ists of both nations working to- 
gether in orbiting laboratories. 

From 1958, early in the space 
era, until last year, the United 
States made 25 proposals for 
American-Soviet cooperation in 
space ventures. 

The only two; agreements 
came in 1962 and 1965. These 
covered satellite ‘meteorology, 
communications, | geomagnetic 
surveying, space ! biology and 
medicine. 

Only the jlast produced any 
productive exchange of informa- 
tion—when medical scientists of 
the two nations last year began 
jointly to write a three-volume 
book on space meilicine.

T. T. Crittenden, 
who paid Robert Ford $5,000 for 
killing Jesse, surely must have 
when the markers were 
erected. On the other hand, 
Crittenden rode to national 
fame with Jesse, in a manner 
of speaking 


Visitors come to tour the old 
Jackson County Jail, in nearby 
Independence, which lays claim 
to ‘being the only completely 
restored Old West jail in the 
Midwest. Among its most not- 
able boarders were Frank 
James and the famous—never 
infamous — border-warrior 
William Quantrill. 

Thousands of prisoners lan- 
guished in the dungeon-like 
cells of native limestone during 
the Civil War that divided Mis- 
souri. At one time, families of 
southern sympathizers were 
herded into the cells at this 
jumping-off place for settlers 
headed west on the Santa Fe 
and Oregon trails. 

The Jackson County Histori- 
cal Society is headquartered 
here and displays an unusually 
interesting collection of histori- 
cal Missouriana. 

But back to the subject that 
brought us here — Jesse James 
and the James Country. 

Visitors can pick up facsim- 
iles of the $5,000 reward poster 
issued Feb. 14, 1866, by. Frank 
Love, president of the Clay 
oCunty Savings Association, the 
day following the daylight rob- 
bery attributed to Jesse James. 

Or, a copy of the poster i 
sued July 26, 1881, by Gov. Crit- 
tenden, also offering a $5,000 
reward—‘‘dead or alive’’—for 
either Jesse or Frank James. 

For $1.50, the Bank Museum 
offers a paperback book titled 
“Good Bye, Jesse James,” 
containing a collection of the 
major news stories from the 
old Kansas City Journal report- 
ing the death and burial of the 
famous outlaw. 

These stories reflect some of 
the reasons the James gang 
was able to stay at large for

Pierce Favors 
Paul Simon for

Springfield—State Rep. Daniel 
Pierce, D-Highland Park, says 
he is interested in seeking 
statewide office next year on

Attorney Pierce, who sought 
the party's endorsement for 
state treasurer in 1970, is most 
often mentioned for lieutenant 
governor or attorney general. 
The 43-year-old, four-term 
lawmaker is Democratic state 
central committeeman in the 
12th Congressional District. He 
lives in Lake County 

If Lt, Gov. Paul Simon, a 
downstater, gets the nod for 
governor, geographic consider- 
ations may mean slating an up- 
stater like Pierce for lieutenant 
governor. 

And Pierce feels Simon should 
be the governor candidate. 


‘Served with Distinction’ 

“It seems to be logical that a 
man who served with great dis- 
tinction and independence in 
both the House and the Senate, 
and won the office of lieutenant 
governor in a year (1968) when 
the Republicans carried’ the 
state for president, governor 
and U. S. senator, should be 
the logical choice,"’ he says of 
Simon. 

He believes two other guber- 
natorial prospects, Chicagoans 
Daniel Walker and Thomas 
Foran, “lack experience in 
state government.” 

Concerning his possible can- 
didacy for attorney general, 
Pierce thinks Atty. Gen. Wil- 
liam Scott would be a tough 
Republican foe. “But Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvie might not 
run for re-election,” he says, 
“and if that happens, Scott 
would undoubtedly be shifted to 
run for governor.” 

Pierce was endorsed for the 
state treasurer nomination in 
1970 by his home Lake County 
Demorcats. If Alan Dixon had 
not received the nod, «Pierce 
and ‘Rep. James Londrigan of 
Springfield reportedly would 
have been seriously considered.
